Tiu'sr- i). is- 
oners are taken every day, if their 
captors think there is a chance of 
wringing a confession froin tlicm, 
into the questioning room. There, 
whether they have anything to 
confess or not they are command- 
ed to 'reveal the truth.' 

"The commissar puts a revol- 
ver to the prisoner's head; "con- 
fess or I'll shopt,' he says. The 
prisoner waits for the shot. Jle 
never knows whether it is com- 
ing or not. 

"This process is often repeated 
until the prisoner will confess ra- 
ther than undergo any further or- 
dels, in which cas? he is shpt any- 
way." 

The mental condition of the.«.e 
prisoners becomes such that vhey 
would prefer death, said Dr. Zuck- 
er. The Brooklyn Communist 
says that he met in the various 
prisons of Moscow^ 20 of the radi- 
cals deported from America and 
that lie could well understand w hy 
Uie Bolsheviki arrested them, for 
they were chiefly anarchists who 
did not believe in any govern- 
ment, "particularly in a govern- 
ment so dictatorial as that main- 
tained by the Bolsheviki.* 

/nckcr said he found in prison 
p.lso the president of the Turkes- 
lan Sdviit republic, "Mohammed 
Hadjis, (jcneral Alex Gertor, once 
commander of the Russian south- 
western front, eight members of 
the executive committee of the 
right wing ofthe Social Rev.olu- 
ticmist party, three members of 
the executive committee of the 
left wing of tiiat party, including 
Mayorieff. who was commissar of 
agriculture in 191S and also a for- 
nier minister of ecclesiastical af- 
fairs. M. Samaun. 

Tucker described the summon- 
ing of the prisoners for execution 
in much the .same way as did 
.Schwartz. .San Francisco Com- 
mujiist, who came out of Russia 
some months ago. He added that 
executions were going on as late 
as March 27, and declared there., 
had been no diminution of the 
"red terror" in Russia.

f^»und the s])ecimen. The other 
specimen is at' the Yale t'^niver- 
sity miiseuni.^ ;The Kansas fo';sd 
is of the Creatceous period, about 
25 million years ago. Ten teeth 
are included with the fossil. 

This is the second oldest known 
type of bird life, according t 
F^rof. Martin. It is the most com- 
jdete specimen that has been pre- 
served. The bird was of the He 
peronis family. It was five feet 
long, had a short vertebrae tail 
and possessed no wings. It wn*- 
a marine bird and resembled tlir 
modern penguin. 

"The earliest specimen of bird 
that has been discovered had 
teeth," says Prof. Martin. "This 
earliest type lived in the Juras- 
sic period, some .^0 million year.- 
ago, and siiecimens have been 
found in the iithograjihic lime- 
stone beds of Germany. This 
type of bird was about the size 
f a crow and had sharp, point?.: 
teeth and a vertebrae tail longer 
than the body, like the Dinn - 
anr. 

The specimen preserved at the 
Cniversifv of Kansas is more 
aluable than any otln-r. accord- 
ing to Prof. Martin, because it 
gives a clear idea of the seiri- 
plumace.ous feathery covering 
whch till* bird possessed. .\'o 
other specimen gives this evi- 
dence.
